GENERAL ADMINISTRATION.

=. | Nath are now pretty well known. It 
is evident that Mr. Justice Norris had the idol brought into 
the corridor of the Court with the consent of some natives. 
As he is a foreigner and not acquainted with native customs, 
his conduct may be considered to be excusable. Here, of 
course, the question arises why a man, so entirely unacquainted 
with native customs, has been placed on the bench of the 
highest tribunal in the country. But the Home Government, 
and not Mr. Justice Norris, is responsible for this, The send- 
ing for of the idol to court by him was very unwise and 
opposed to Hindd religion. Other courts may also think of 
dragging in idols on the strength of that precedent. We 
admit that Babu Surendra Nath commented on the proceeding 
of Mr. Justice Norris with over-severity, and that it is neces- 
sary to protect the dignity of courts ; but when the accused 
apologized, his apology should have been accepted by the 
High Court. This would have fully vindicated the dignity of 
the Court. The imprisonment of the accused has grieved the 
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whole native population. Onr Anglo-Indian contemporaries 
express satisfaction at the incident and thus add insult to 
injury. It is opposed to all decency to rejoice over the 
misfortunes of a fellow-creature. It is our earnest prayer 
that Government may soon release Babu Surendra Nath. 


We did not expect such misfortunes during Her Majesty’s 
reign. 
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, peony The Rahbar.i-Hind (Lahore), of the 24th May, states that 
the fact that an able man like Babu 
Surendra N&th should have twice got 
into trouble is a matter of deep regret. We are very glad to 
see the sympathy exhibited for him by the educated and 
intelligent classes throughout the country. A few years ago 
such an incident would have passed quite unnoticed, It is 
highly gratifying to observe the development of a national 
feeling among our countrymen. The attitude assumed by 
our Anglo-Indian contemporaries towards this unfortunate 
affair reflects little credit on their honesty and impartiality. 
With reference to the foolish conduct of some Bengali youths 
during the trial of the accused, they have come to a con- 
clusion unfavourable to the lovalty of the natives in general f 
One of them has had the audacity to spread a false rumour 
to the effect that the prisoner has observed that after his 
release he will shake the foundations of the British rule to 
the bottom! We cannot believe that he should have ever 
made such a remark. Our countrymen cannot be too careful 
in their utterances when the Anglo-Indian press ts so unfa- 
vourably disposed towards them and is always ready to 
misconstrue their words.

Sardar Dayal 
Singh presided at the general meeting held on the 19th May, 
which represented all sections of the native community. Suit- 
able speeches were delivered and several resolutions passed. 
The first resolution, which was moved by Bhai Jawéhir Singh 
and seconded by Diw&n Narendra Nath, expressed grief at 
the misfortune of Babu Surendra Nath. The second resolu- 
tion, which was moved by Munshi Muharram Ali Chishti, 
editor of the Koh-i-Nur, and seconded by Maulvi Muham- 
mad Husain, editor of the Ashdatu-l-Sunnat, and secretary 
to the Anjuman-i-Islamia, expressed surprise at the unlimi- 
ted powers exercised by the High Court in contempt cases, 
and stated that the exercise of any powers over and above 
those referred to in the Indian Criminal Procedure Code 
could not but interfere with the freedom of the press and the 
liberty of speech in general. The third resolution, which was 
moved by Pandit Gopi Nath, editor of the Mittra Vilds, and 
seconded by Pandit Bhan Datt, condemned the dragging of 
a Hindd idol to a court by a Judge, even at the request of 
the parties to a case, as an insult to the Hindu religion. 
Moreover, a telegram, expressive of sympathy, was sent to

co-operate with the Calcutta Committee in the matter of 
making an appeal to the Privy Council.

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The Czar continued to ask in the same way what was the 
next office and whether any native held jt, and the Panjabt 
mentioned the name of each office in order and said that no 
native held it, till they came to Extra Assistant Commissioner- 
ship, when the Panj&bi said that several natives were Extra 
Assistant Commissioners. The Ozar laughed and said “ Are 
the natives held in solow an esteem by Englishmen? Do they 
regard this as justice and do they love British rule for this ?” 
The Panjab{ could give no answer to this and remained silent, 
The Emperor, after expressing satisfaction at seeing him, dis- 
missed him. The editor remarks that he does not mean by 
publishing this dialogue that the Russian Government treats 
the subject races in the way which the tone of the Czar might 
lead one to imagine, but that his object is only to show to 
the prejudiced and narrow-minded Europeans and half-castes, 
who have gone mad over the Ibert Bill, that the British Gov- 
ernment has still a great deal to do before it can lay claim 
to justice and impartiality. By opposing the grant of even 

such small concessions to natives, they are not only lowering 
themselves in the estimation of the public, but are brmging 
the whole British nation into disrepute. They should always 
bear in mind Mr. John Bright’s observation, that the more 
the British Government seeks to promote the welfare of 
natives and to do them justice, the more they will forget that 
their country is under a foreign rule.

High Court for contempt! The fact of the matter is that in the 
murder case the accused was a European and the deceased a 
poor native, and in the contempt case the accused was a native 
and the plaintiff a European Judge of the High Court. A 
man who has the least grain of sense in him can realize the 
great difference between culpable homicide and contempt. 
But it would seem that race feeling and Mr. Ilbert’s Bill have 
rendered the two offences liable to the same punishment. No 
one can deny that murder is a much more serious offence than 
contempt. Hence the conclusion is inevitable, that either Mr. 
Joseph was leniently dealt with, or the sentence passed on 
Baba Surendra Nath is too severe. Lord Ripon’s anxiety to 
do justice to natives has provoked opposition from his own 
countrymen. But it is a matter for surprise and regret that 


the diseased spleens of natives have hitherto escaped his notice.

The Local Government has devised 
altogether new principles for the conduct of the administra- 
tion of the institution. The arrangement has been sanctioned 
for five years. It is to be hoped that the board of trustees 
and the managing committee will manage the affairs of the 
college with care, ability, and industry, in order that the 
arrangement may be made permanent after the expiration 
of that term. The Oudh Akhbdr then publishes a vernacular

Such a custom is 
obviously opposed to reason and religion. There is no doubt 
that, under the Muhammadan rule, some daughters did not 
claim a share in the inheritance, because they were well taken 
care of by their brothers. But, whenever one was neglected 
by her brother or brothers, she put forward her claim to a 
share in the inheritance, as there was no law of limitation in 
vogue then. But now owing to the entry in question made 
in the settlement papers, the female descendants in many 
families have been disinherited and prevented from enforcing 
their claims in courts of law. This is unjust. The writer is 
of opinion that, in case a Musalman executes a will, Govern- 
ment should give effect to it, but that if he dies intestate, his 
property should be divided among his sons and daughters 
according to the Muhammadan law. 


The Aujuman-t- Panjdb (Lahore), of the 19th May, states 
Extensionof Lord Ripon’s that Lord Ripon has won the affections 
term of office. = of natives by his just and liberal ad- 
ministration.

LEGISLATION. 


The Hindustani (Lucknow), of the 24th May, commenting 
on the North-Western Provinces Local 
The North-Western Pro- . 
vinces Local Self-Govern- Self-Government Bill, observes that in 
— regard to the election of members the 
Hon’ble Mr. Quinton said that Sir Alfred Lyall was of opinion 
that the district officers should nominate a body of electors, 
subject to the sanction of the Local Government, and that 
those electors should select members from among themselves. 
The editor considers this arrangement to be unsatisfactory, 
and says that it will secure obsequious and incompetent mem- 
bers. The editor thinks that the system of open election 
should be adopted. In that case local boards would be 
filled with able and educated persons. As regards the pro- 
portion of official to non-official members, the editor expresses 
his concurrence with the Local Government in thinking that 
three-fourths should be non-officials and one-fourth officials. 
The question of the appointment of president is the most 
important. In fact, the success of the scheme depends upon 
that question. Mr. Quinton observed in his speech that Sir 
Alfred Lyall was disposed to think that the district officers 
should be presidents for the first year. At the expiration of

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that period the boards might themselves elect chairmen if they 
pleased. His Honor had consulted all district committees 
on the subject. The non-official members of all committees 
except one were of opinion that the district officers should 
continue to be presidents for the present. The editor 
remarks that His Honor is quite mistaken. The question 
is in what way the Local Government has ascertained public 
opinion on the subject. If it made enquiries through the 
district officers, no other result might be expected. When 
a district officer asks the non-official members of a district 
committee whether they would have him for their chairman 
or elect one of their own party for the post, is it possible 
that they will have the courage to say that they will not 
have him for their president? The best course for the Local 
Government would be to call for the opinions of public asso- 
ciations and societies direct. It is difficult to realize that 
at the end of one year local boards will elect their own 
presidents. Does not His Honor know that it is simply 
impossible that the members of a local board, who will be 
nominated by the District Magistrate and who will necessari- 
ly be flatterers, will ever tell the Magistrate that they will 
not have him for their president ? The editor fears that if 
non-official presidents are not appointed at the outset, there 
is no hope that they will be appointed in future.

(1) On broad gauge lines cariages, equal in size to those run 
on the Sindh, Panjab, and Dellti Railway, should not be divi- 
ded into more than four compartments; (2) the number of 
passengers in each compartment should not exceed eight 
during the day and six during the night ; (3) something should 
be done in the way of cooling the carriages ; (4) satisfactory 
arrangements should be made at each station for the supply 
of water to the passengers.

carrier should be engaged at each station during the hot 
weather.
